THE ARMY ON THE MARCH 

How Salvation Army Operations Began in India— From "The Romance of The 
Salvation Army," by Hulda Friedrichs. 





kN the autumn of the year 188(1 n young Indian Judge sent a 
fljjl small donation to The Salvat'on Army In England. Togeth- 
}gl cr with the receipt acknowledging It, he received ft copy of 

«■» the Christmas number of the "War Cry." He read the little 

sheet from end to end, nnu found that, notwithstanding lis 
sensationalism and other points which did not appeal to him personally, 
it was inspired by the spirit of true religion. "Here lis what I want, 
what 1 have always been looking for," he said . to himself. He applied 
for six months' leave* of absence, nuu forthwith came home to England. 
The day after his arrival he saw the announcement of a Salvation Army 
meeting at which General Booth would npenk. He went to thin meeting, 
and again the ring of sincerity anil the absolute simplicity Impressed him 
so deeply that at the end of the service he asked to see amernl Booth, 
and there and then expraesed his wish to Join The Army. 

Adrte* that Helped. 

Our young judge being a man of culture and education, thought, not un- 
naturally, that a man of his clans would have as good a chance as anyone 
of being accepted — perhaps even accepted with some degree of special 
satisfaction. But he had not long been In The Oencral's presence before 
tiff wan undeceived.- The keen eyes of the Leader accustomed to the 
reading of all sorts of characters, »t u< "«d the candidate'* face; he listen- 
ed attentively to the latter's words and asked a few questions as to his 
position. Then, In his frank and downright fashion, be said: 

I do not as a rule givo advice in cases such as yours, but I will make 
an exception. You know next U> nothing about us; you have six months 
beforo you with nothing to do. Use that time .to get to kuow us better; 
find out what we are doing, and bow we aro doing It Oo wherever you 
like and see for yourself; hiqnlro Into everything. You may then find 
that you do not approve of our methods: ill sorts of objections and dtffl- 
cultler* may occur to you, and you may a B glad to be rid ot us. But if, 
at the end of your leave of absence, v rou arc still of the name mind, 
come to me again, and we will talk fee matter over." 

Dining those six months the young Anglo Indian made n thorough 
etudy of the work of The Salvation Army in all Its various branches, and 
before he returned to bis post he went once more to sec General" Booih, 
announcing tliflt he was ready to send in tils resignation If he would be 
accepted as a worker In The Army, Thin time The General was more In- 
clined to accept the eager volunteer, but before anything was agreed up- 
on, lit inquired how many years tho young man utlll had to remain al 
bin post before his Civil Service pension was due. 

Kow it so happens Lhat In the particular position then occup'cd by Mr. 
Ttichcr, tho applicant, after twenty-four yenrs' service the holder Is en- 
titled to a pension of £1,000 a year, read, if 'married, to a pension for life 
of £300 for his Widow, a pension for enoh eon to Hie age. of twenty-one. 
and a pension for c«eh daughter till *he mru-rlea, "Would It not be wiser 
to wait til] your pension IB due?" The General asked, at III anxious to 
test the volunteer's strength of convict Sou before accepting blm. The 
answer came without a moment's delay, "No, that would be too long. I 
muy bo dead long before then, and 1 would like to begin at once." And 
bo It came to pass that the man who was to carry the War Into the

A Secret Clfcekf. 

Thnt was In 1911. At (lint lime n spiritual dearth and famine hail 
fallen upon India. There had been missions, and there were still earnest 
men at work among both natives and Euroiieans. But the period of re- 
ligious revivals and awakenings seemed all to belong to the past. Nu- 
merically, there *»* one missionary lo every 400,400 souls, and that little 
hanciru] of men tolled patiently on, apparently without result. A tor- 
por, which It was impossible to shake off, lay upon spiritual 1 re. At that 
imlnt Th<s flalvatloW Army Dieppe* In. Th<? young Indian judge *a« now 
Major Tucker of The ' salvation Army; he had thrown away all bis 
chances of worldly success, In order that ho might fight In the holy wai' 
Mid belp to conquer India for Christ, 

The invading Army, of which Major Tucker was the head, was not t« 
outward apnearoflce a very formidable body. It consisted of four OiB- 
«em, whoso prospects of leading 7 lay entirely In the ruture, when they 
would" nave wised, recruits add' followers, But the fear were paid the 
high compliment, even before they Stepped off the boat that had brottghi 
them from HaglMd, of being considered a most dangerous body whoa 
the BflOierltteB- Bttst suppress *ad reader "harmless" at any east As 
the dangerous leader of this force has since said, in referrtef to tbe eatiy

patens "A «#«ret clrttttar was Issued 
4sfem*> t#f nflvlefr ** to trie best 
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sections of the Indian Penal Code for dealing summarily with the dan- 
gerous element. Police, mounted and on foot, European and native, were 
detailed to watch every movement of the new arrivals. Constant tele- 
grams were exchanged between the Governor of Bombay and the Com- 
missioner of Police, who had strict orders lo allow nothing to be done 
outside the ordinary line of missionary enterprise." 

They were not to go through the streets in procession, these strangers, 
who. unlike other European missionaries, bad donned the native drcs3, 
modifying ii only so far thai the scarlet jersey, denoting Th» Salvat'on 
Army uniform, was noi oniirely mil of sight. And net only In thc'i -tUit;' 
but to their whole manner cf living, they conformed to tbe standard ot 
the multitude ot natives of India. They lived Iow|y and humbly among; 
tbe lowly and poor, and the only differences between them and those 
whom they bad come to serve were that their faces were white, and that 
they worshipped a crucified Christ, while al' around them Vishnu, 
Shiva, or the Prophet Mahomet ruled the Bast. 

When tbe decree werit forth against the Salvat'onlsts' procession, 
those In authority bad. In their anxiety to subdue the invaders, overlook- 
ed an Important fact. They had forgotten that the leader of the army ot 
four was himself a trained lawyer, and ibat bis position as judge had 
probably acquainted him as intimately with the law as any of those who 
now threatened to "hare tbe law on blm." 

S.'nt to Prison. 

The Salvationists, therefore, knon-ing that they TCrc trcspas&Esg 
against no law, and that there was no reason why they should be denied 
the privileges of procession which tens of thousands of Hindoos and Ma- 
hometans enjoyed without let or hindrance, went on nv.il ch'ng in proces- 
sion, and Wajor Tucker was promptly put in prison, ttf be tried as^lanfler 
an lutervai ot a few weeks. The outcome ol this trial was that the 
vatlonets pledged themselves not to sing wh'fe going in 
through a certain street in Bombay, which, it appears, was the special 
haunt of fanatics, so Ions as tbere was any danger of exciting tbe 
passions of the mob. 

After thle the Officers were left in peace to pursue their object ot 
"saving India for Christ." Tb,- four strangers, living lives as lowly as 
did their Master during the years when His reign of peace began. In 
another part of the Easl, set bravely an,| happily out to convert Ihe un- 
numbered multitudes of India. Tbe sceptic would say it was more quix- 
otic than the efforts of Don Quixote himself. 

The Invaders of India. 

But enterprise carried lo the extreme of daring and endeavour has 
been tne life-breath, of Tbe Salvation Army ell along the line, and the 
greatness of their task nnly stimulated the Iiv9rf»r s of India t c enccasias 
energy and activity. And remembering thai tbe multitudes In the Bast 
are Intensely religious, and that the majority are Hindoos or Mahometans, 
one wonders less that those latest missionaries from the West set out 
with boiM-s of great and speedy victories. For It may be easily Been, 
even without a deep slady of the religions of Buddha and Mahomet, lhat 
no Impassable golf Is fixed between them and the rel'gion of Christ. 
Sorely the Ijond of the Bast irho said: 

■Thai love is false

Owing to the improvement .'a med- 
ical science, and from the increased 
knowledge of doctors, as regards saa- 
itation, the health of the British 
troops in India is now belter than It 
has ever been. 

In the forty years between Water- 
loo and the Cr mea campaign, ac- 
cording to Colonel Tulloch, nearly 
100,000 Europeans perished in India 
from preventable causes. For the 
first half of this period the army 
numbered 2o,000 men. and later was 
raised to 40.000, The terrible mortal- 
ity, mainly i n Bengal, was the result 
of a want of sanitary knowledge ia 
the select'on of cantonments. Apart 
from humane considerations, th& 
monetary loss alone, irrespective of 
that of invalided soldiers amounted 
to srift.nnnnnn. 

Formerly the most dreaded station 
was the Mian Mir, the l^ahore canton- 
ment. There, in 1879, the admissions 
per 1.000 men from fever alone, were 
2,427, and from all causes, 4., 00. Ten 
years ago, the average of admissions 
was 2.000 per 1.000. hut it has dropped. 
gradually until last year, when it was 
630 per 1.000. It is natural that the 
number of constantly sick in India 
should he higher that it is in the 
United Kingdom, and it is still double, 
but now those in command appreciate 
the financial as well as the humani- 
tarian importance of the quest'on.

Captain Guarnoll has been success- 
ful In finding quite a number of lost 
children In Naples and restoring 
them to their surviving relatives. 

In the latest letter to band from 
Brigadier Joanmonod, bo writes: — 

"Yesterday wo took two hundred 
blankets to Santa, Eufemla, a little 
town of sis thousand inhabitants, 
which was entirely destroyed, and 
where 1,500 were killed. This relief 
was well received, and the Mayor told 
Us tbat the municipal council would 
pass a vote of thanks for what was 
done by The Salvation Army. 

We sre eipccllng cac thousand 
blanket!) to arrive tomorrow, which 
will b» distributed, and also calico for 
making tinder-garments, We are

He remembers that on 
the latter occasion the Rabbi, after 
beartag him read the Ten Command- 
ments and a chapter from Deuteron- 
omy, 'patted him on the head and 
said: "You are a good little fellow, and 
have done very well." His conscience 
nnist have pricked him Ecvcrcly then, 
for he was one of ihe most rascally 
boys in town, and was constantly 
hreaklng the eighth comiunndment fay 
raiding apple orchards.

held from eight till nine every morn- 
ing, but Hermtti crept in once to get 
out of th« cold, and was so fascinated 
by wbat he heard that he attended 
regularly after that. The cIoeb was 
studying the Acts of the Apostles, 
and as Herman listened to the won- 
derful story of St. Paul's travels and 
adventures and his heroic fortitude 
under all circumstances, his admira- 
tion for tblB wonderful Jew wbo 
turned Christian, continued to grow 
and grow. Years later tht story all 
came back to him under somewhat 
remarkable circumstances, but we 
will relate that in Its proper Order, 

Herman has vivid recollections of 
the various fasts, feasts and ceremon- 
ies connected with the Jewish ritual, 
which were observed fay bis relatives 
and friends. His aunt hod a great 
horror of pork, and once scrubbed a 
table seven, times because a niece of 
that objectionable meat had lain upon 
It for a short time. 

The Sabbath was very rigorously 
kept In his home, and all the cere- 
monial trifles In connection with Its 
observance were regnlariy. carried out 
to the letter. Immediately It was 
over, his aant would get drunk en 
whiskey, and have a quarrel with her 
husband, . 

Now,, young Herman wbb a keen 
lad, and ho soon came to the con- 
clusion that there was eot mnch in 
u religion- which consisted of formal 
add outward .observances, and seemed 
powerless to control , the appetites 
and 'passions of men and women. As 
he grew older lie became very irre- 
ligious, therefore, ami used to spend 
his tine with the Wild youths of the 
town, drinking and carousing. On 
his return from these carousels, his 
uncle would thrash him severely, an.l 
this sort of treatment made Herman 
feel very bitter flgafemt his relatives. 

On several. occasions h« ran away, 
but was alwayn found by the pcHco 
and brought back, , M last bis uncle 
got tired of. him and pacfeed Ma eS 
for good, (tlvreg htm the mm ef.;*w© 
dollars with whka to go out and tace 
the world. Peer Merman soea eame to 
the end of hie resources, god thea he 
started peddltoe small articles arouiH 
the gauntry. For two years, he led 
an aimless and wretcbed e&letetiee, 
eenslantty on the verge at starvattea, 



and with oo place to call home. Once 
he Becured a job driving thirty pigs 
.from Krotochin to Rawlcs. If his aunt 
could have seen blm then, douhlless 
■ she would aave bad a Ot on the spot. 
On another- occasion he was employed 
by a Jew to collect market fees, 
whilst he went to bear the blowing of 
the Sbopbar at the local synagogue, 
during the Jewish Festival of the 
New Year. He got on very well un- 
til a drove cf two hundred pigs came 
to market, and not being qalte ^ei^ 
tain as to what dues to collect fOr 
the grunters, he hastened to the syn- 
agogue and called out to his master, 
"What's the charge on pigs, sir?" 

The Jew hustled blm out of the 
synagogue, gave him the Information 
he desired, and then went bacS to 
his devotion". B'H pear Her=a= sot 
a terrible thrashing for his conduct 
the next day. As it may interest car 
readers to know something of the 
ceremonies observed by the Jews 
during the festival mentioned, we will 
briefly describe wbat takes place. 
New Year's Day In the Jewish calen- 
dar is the Brst day of the month 
Tlshri. and corresponds with Septem- 
ber 26th in our calendar. It is a Tery 
solemn time for the Jews, being re- 
garded as the anniversary of the day 
on which the world was created- The 
day before the Feast Is kept as a 
fast, and, after the morn'ng services 
the Jewa visit the graves of their 
friends. Like all Jewish festivals, 
the celebration of the New Year be- 
gins on the preceding evening with a 
service In the synagogue, and when, 
at sunset, the New Year has begem, 
they greet each .other wits the 
wordB, "May you be writ for a. good 
New Year," to which the reply Is, 
"And you also." TVhen ISey aeluia 
home, the master of ibe bouse divides 
eu apple amongst his family, asd 
eacb dips It In a cup of honey, say- 
ing, "To a good year and a sweet 
One." 

Next day nearly every Jewish 
family goc.i early to the synagogue. 
After the reading of certain porlioas 
of Scripture, the ceremony of blots-log 
the shophar Is gone through. The 
Shophar is a ram's bona trumpet and 
no token In Judaism Is so rich In 
sentiment. 

Tu the days of Israel's ladepesd- 
enee, all great events, such as the
